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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Mr. Tokaro Takita's declaration filed 6/22/2004 has been entered and carefully 
considered. The declaration provides experimental results which shows that the 
comparative sample, obtained according to Example 2 of Kono et al. (US 4,588,633), 
has a directivity of the lamella to the direction perpendicular to the membrane surface of 
36%, which is lower than the at least 40% of the directivity recited in claim 1 of the 
instant invention. Additionally, the X-ray analysis of the comparative sample is also 
outside the range of claim 9 of the instant invention. As such, the Examiner finds that 
Mr. Takita's declaration is persuasive that "timely thermal setting" effects the "directivity 
of the lamellas", and provides an improved microporous membrane which is not 
suggested, nor taught, by the prior references by Kono et al or Takita et al. (US 
5,051,183).
